RAIL AND HOTEL RESERVATIONS— Rail Traffic Rcpre' 
sentatives arc on all ships from Vancouver to Yokohama and 
return. Eastbound they sell rail tickets to all points in Canada 
and the United States. 

Kindly consult them for return STEAMSHIPS, RAIL, SLEEPER 
and HOTEL RESERVATIONS. 

ELECTRIC CURLING TONGS — For passengers with electric 
curling tongs fitted with flat type plugs, adapters to convert these 
to round type are provided. Please ask bedroom steward. 

IRONING ROOM — A properly equipped Ironing Room is pro- 
vided. Passengers are recommended to use the equipment 
provided in preference to their own Iron, the voltage of which 
may be unsuitable to the ship’s circuit. 

BAGGAGE FOR TRANSATLANTIC CONNECTIONS may 
be checked and forwarded through Canada or United States in 
bond without Customs examination. 

LAUNDRY — Laundries are maintained on all vessels. Laundry 
list may be obtained from room steward. 

VALUABLES AND MONEY — In their own interests, passengers 
are advised not to leave articles of jewelry or other valuables lying 
about. 

For the convenience of passengers the Purser will receive articles of 
value or money for custody in a special envelope provided for this 
purpose, which will be sealed in the presence of the passenger. 
A receipt will be given, but as no charge is made for this facility 
the Company accepts no liability whatsoever. 

RECEIPTS FOR MONEY PAID ON BOARD — Passengers 
should obtain a receipt from the Purser on the Company’s form for 
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any payments made on board for additional passage money, rugs, 
chairs, etc. 

BAGGAGE — Hand bags, wardrobe trunks and trunks which 
will fit underneath the berths are allowed in the state rooms 
where space permits. All large or heavy baggage containing 
articles required during the voyage should be placed in the 
baggage room, which is accessible daily. 

THE SURGEON is authorized to make customary charges, 
subject to the approval of the Commander, for treating any 
passengers at their request for any illness not originating on 
board the ship. In the case of sickness contracted on board no 
charge will be made, and medicine will be provided free. 

All bills to passengers must be rendered by the surgeon on 
Form No. 2048 and countersigned by the Commander of the 
vessel. 

RESERVATION OF STEAMSHIP ACCOMMODATION— 
Passengers desiring accommodation on an early returning 
steamship are requested to enquire of the Rail Traffic repre- 
sentative on board or the Canadian Pacific representative as soon 
as possible after disembarking. Those making dose connection 
at Hong Kong with steamers of connecting lines are advised to 
call, on arrival at Yokohama, at the office of the Canadian Pacific 
to apply for the desired reservations.

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A Brief History of the Kamakura Dai-butsu 


I N the year 737, A.D., the Emperor SHOMU, being a sincere devotee to Buddhism, 
caused numerous monasteries to be erected throughout Japan, and, among the 
other churches thus built and endowed by His Majesty, is that known as the 
“ Kotoku-in ” at Kamakura. 

In the grounds of this ancient fane stands the famous colossal bronze image of 
the Great Buddha which was cast in September 1262, A.D., by the celebrated glyptic 
artist UN'O-GOROE-MON in accordance with commands received from the SII0GI T N 
(Prince MUNETAKA) who assisted IDANO-NO-TSUBONE to carry out her pious desire of 
fulfilling the dying injunctions of MINAMOTO-NO-YORITOMO, one of whose waiting 
ladies she had been. The image was much injured by a tidal wave which swept 
over the site of the monastery in 1495, A.D., yet, notwithstanding the ravages of time, 
and the fury of the elements, it is in a state of excellent preservation and repair. 

It is 12.89m. in height ; 29.29m. in circumference; the length of the face is 
2 33m., of the eye 1. m , of the ear 2.01m., and of the nose 85cm. The breadth of 
the mouth is 84cm., the length from knee to knee 9.09m. and the circumference 
of the thumb is 84cm.

BUILDINGS AND THE GARDEN. 




jiNKAKUji, or properly Jishoji, was formerly 
a mansion of Ashikaga Yoshimasa, bu'lt 
by him in 1483, after his abdication of 
the Shogun’s dignity. Here he spent his last nine 
years in luxury, at practising many kinds of forms 
and ceremonies,— of tea-making, incense-burning, 
flower-arrangement, tray-landscape, and moreover, 
of garden-designing and curio-appreciating — each 
of which his patronage elevated almost to the 
rank of a fine art. After his demise, this mansion 
was converted into a Buddhistic temple by his 
will. 

The apartments of the Hondo , or main 
temple, which are first shown to the visitor, have 
paper screens painted by two famous artists of 
the later Tokugawa period, Buson and Taigado. 
Many beautiful paintings by celebrated Japanese 
and Chinese artists, such as Kose Kanaoka, 
Sesshu, Soami, Gesshu, &c., each in a form of 


Kakemono^ with a few lacquer and porcelain wares, 
and other precious art-works, adorn these rooms. 

Next building to be shown is Togudo , which 
shows the characteristic style of architecture of 
Ashikaga period, remaining as Yoshimasa first 
built it. Here in an inner room stands an wooden

image of the Shogun in priestly robes — he 
became a monk in 1485. That the image was 
carved by his own hand, as the tradition goes, 
is not certain, bnt the excellence of its work- 
manship is so striking that it was enlisted among 
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National Treasures. There is also in the building 
a tiny tea room, the first in Japan built in ac- 
cordance with the canon prescribing mats as 
the proper size for such rooms. For the incense- 
burning ceremony, a special seperate house called 
Roseitei was recently built after the rooms used 
by Yoshimasa for the purpose. 

The spacious garden, designed by Soami, 
a favorite of Yoshimasa and expert of all fine 
arts and ceremonies, is a perfect model of the 
kind. It adds a charming effect derived from 
the high thickly pine-clad hills behind, lending it 
a really natural aspect. The curiously shaped heap 
of white sand in the garden is called Ginskadan , 
or the Silver Sand Platform. The smaller but 
taller one behind is called Kogetsudai , or the 
Mound Facing the Moon. The pond is called 
Kinkyochi , or the Brocade Mirror Pond, while 
the rill is called Sengetsusen , or the Moon Washing 
Fountain. Each islet, each stone, each bridge, 
each tree of any size has its name. A stroll 
through the garden by moonlight, especially in 




autumn evenings, is recommended. 

Ginkaku , or the Silvery Pavilion, after which 
the popular name of the temple has been derived, 
stands near the pond, a two-storied summer 
house extremely graceful in style. Built by Yo- 
shimasa in imitation of Kinkaku, or the Golden 
Pavilion, by one of his predecessors, Yoshimitsu, 
it is said, it never was really coated, with silver 
leaves, as he died before he had got so far. 

A corridor leading from Hondo to the garden 
is, with its gate beautifully carved over the lintel, 
also of so graceful an architectual style, that 
the Kyoto Municipality takes the charge of its 
preservation, while the Government does the same 
with 7 ogudo, and Ginkaku. 

To those visitors who pay 30 sen as the 
special admission fee, a guide will be promptly 
furnished and tea served in ceremony by a priest. 
As souvenirs they can got from the temple many 
kinds of cards, illustrating the buildings, the 
garden, the image of Yoshimasa, and other relics 
of art.

T ILE Island of Hong-Kong lies off the Kwangtung 
Province, South China, about 20 miles east of 
the estuary of the Pearl River. It was ceded 
to Great Britain in perpetuity by ihe Treaty of Canton 
early in 1841, which was afterwards confirmed by the 
Treaty of Nanking on August 29th. 1842, About 10 
miles long and from 24 to 5 miles wide, the Island 
is little more than an irregular range of hills rising 
steeply from the sea to nearly 2.000 feet at the highest 
point. « 

Ocean liners arriving in Hong-Kong pass through 
l-yeemun Pass, With the eastern extremity of the 
Island on the left, and the mainland on the right. The 
capital of the Colony is Victoria, but is more usually 
known by the same name as the Island. It is a 
remarkable steep town, and slopes up from the waters 
edge at an angle of 23 deg. towards the three peaks 
of Wanchai, Victoria and High West, which tower 
well over a thousand feet above the summit of the 
town. The highest point is known as the Peak, and 
can be reached either by cable tramway or by road; 
it is 1,500 feet above sea level. From here, a 
wonderful view is obtained, and the scene at night, 
looking down upon the myriad lights, is reminiscent 
of fairyland and will never be forgotten, it is one of 
the most attractive features of a most fascinating 
Island. 

Across from Victoria, on the mainland, is Kowloon. 
Kowloon is connected with the city of Victoria by 
excellent ferry services. The Star Ferry runs every 
few minutes from Ihc wharf, within a stone’s throw 
of the dock gates, the crossing occupying hardly more 
than ten minutes, and passengers disembark within 
two minute’s walk of the centre of the city. All large 
vessels berth alongside the wharves at Kowloon. 


Practical Note. 

Population: About 670,000 (British, about 8,000; 

Chinese, about 640,000; balance comprises some thirty 
different nationalities). When the island of Hong- 


Kong was ceded to the British Government in 1841 the 
total population was estimated at under 5,000. 

Climatic Conditions: Oetober-Deeember, fine and 

cool; January-March, usually fine, with fogs in March; 
April-June, warm and wet; July-September, hot and 
humid. 

Landing and Baggage: Steamers berth at wharves; 
no charges. Hotel launches meet steamers. 

Customs and Currency: Hong-Kong is a free 

port except for duties on liquor, tobacco and opium. 
Hong-Kong dollars, worth about Is. 34d., are legal 
tender. 

Local Convey ances : Motor-cars, S3-S5 per hour; 

rickshaws, 40 cents per hour: motor-boats, about $5 
per hour; seam launches, $6-$20 per hour.

Hints to Visitors. — Of chief interest in Hong-Kong are 
the curio shops, mostly within easy walking distance 
from (he centre of the town. There are excellent motor 
roads both on the Island and on the Mainland. An in- 
teresting trip for a passenger, who is passing through 
on a steamer, is the drive round the Island, staying at 
the Repulse Bay Hotel for lunch or tea, where there is 
also excellent sea-bathing. AH places of interest, such 
as Statue Square. Government House, the University, 
Aberdeen Fishing Village, Deep Water Bay Golf Course. 
Repulse Bay, Stanley Bay. Tytam Reservoir, Quarry 
Bay, Happy Valley, Wanchai, etc., are visited on this 
trip. The hire of a motor-car for the trip, which takes 
approximately 12 hours, is: small car $6.00. large $10.00, 
plus half rates for waiting. Cars are easily obtainable 
at various places in the town, and there is an adequate 
supply of them available at all times with reliable first- 
class drivers. A motor drive round the Island or to the 
Peak is essential to appreciate to the fullest extent the 
charm, beauty and superb scenery of the Colony. 

Koval IIong-Kong Golf Club. — Consisting of two 18- 
hole courses and one 0-hole course at Fan Ling (on the 
mainland), one of which is reputedly the finest course in 
the Far East: a 9-hole course at Happy Valley, and 
another 9-hole course at Deep Water Bay.

B Y William and Lucile Mann. When fine new buildings began to 
rise in the National Zoological Park last year and Dr. Mann, the 
Director, was wondering where he could procure rarer animals, birds, and 
reptiles for the cages, the National Geographic Society offered to sponsor 
jointly with the Smithsonian Institution an expedition to Netherlands 
Indies to get them. 

In January Dr. Mann, with Mrs. Mann, and Dr. Maynard Owen 
Williams, of The Society’s staff, sailed for Asia. Other members of the 
expedition included Roy Jennier and Malcolm Davis of the National 
Zoological Park. They took along animals common ro the United States 
such as alligators, jaguars, opossums, racoons, black bears, and salaman- 
ders, to present or trade with Far Eastern zoos and potentates. 

_ Reaching Sumatra, by way of Japan and China, they based at Pematang 
Siantar, where they collected in a miniature zoo tiger cubs, gibbons, 
orang-utans, and many other fascinating creatures. Dr. Williams photo- 
graphed the animals and made splendid motion pictures showing the 
feeding and antics of “Noah’s” pets. 

Now Washington’s Zoo ranks among the world’s finest. Nearly 1.000 
specimens were added to its collections by your Society’s expedition.
